RIOT IN BERLIN 


In a demonstration that took 
place on Constitution Day in 
Berlin a riot occurred near the 


famous Brandenberger Gate, 
where a great Communist meet- 
ing was being held. The crowd 
was charged by the police and 
several were killed, while many 
more were injured.

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Irish Republicans, was arrested by 

Free State troops while addressing a 
Sinn Fein meeting on Aug. 14 at Ennis, 
County Claire, Ireland. 


He had uttered only a few sentences, 
however, when an armored car tried to 
pass through the crowd and troops began 
to move toward the hustings. Instantly 
there was panic in the crowd. The troops 
fired into the air and De Valera dropped, 
while some of his friends rushed to him, 
trying to drag him from the platform. 


The scene as De Valera, pale and speech- 
less, stepped from the platform and was 
instantly seized by the troops almost baf- 
fled description. Shrieks of terror rent 
the air. Several of De Valera’s supporters 
leaped or fell from the platform and Mrs. 
O’Callaghan, candidate for Limerick, was 
thrown backward into a quarry, but 
escaped without serious injury. 

Within a few minutes the centre of the 
square fronting the hustings was clear 
except of abandoned banners and papers. 
The people, mainly Republicans, fled madly 
toward every exit, and as shots continued 
to be fired flung themselves to the ground 
and lay two or three deep on the pave- 
ments, while others sought to escape across 
their struggling bodies. Many were bruised 
and cut, but no one was badly hurt. Though 
the troops at one point fixed bayonets, ap-
